) in Record Time 


A party of “greenies” on Friday 
morning last, decided to try their 
ski} at mountain climbing, andwfter 
taking provisions, donning them- 
selves with heayy spiked shoes and 
with pickets in their hands ‘and 
knives in their pockets, fearing not 
even the boldest squirrel or the most 
ravenous chinchilla, started off on 
their journey towards the blue sky, 

The party consisted of two squads 
and in each squad there were three 
men. Rev. W. T. Young, W. J. 
Bartlett and J. S. Murray, the mem- 
bers of the first squad or squad 
No. 1, left Blairmore at 10 30 a.m. 
At 11 am. the second squad, or 
squad No. 2, consisting of R. M. 
Briseo, W. M. Wetmore and J. D.S 
Barrett, started out to follow: squad 
No.l up the Turtle Mountain, and 
ever keeping in mind the sad fate 
which befel Lot’s wife, we refused to 
look back until we had scaled the 
mountain to the distance of nearly & 
mile. Here the two sy/*d4 met and 
here many romantic stories were 
told. . Our clerical friend, Rev. W.. 
T. Young, who runs °a gospel mill 
within a short distance of Turtle 
mountain, in the town of Frank, 
related part of his experience in 
climbing mount Gabriel. 
Murray told of bis climb up the 
Goat mountain and narrated several 
thrilling adventures. W. J. Bartlett 
interested the party with one of his 
bear stories. R. M. Brisco delighted 
the climbers by describing an inci- 
dent which had a bearing upon the 
fall of Pompeii. "W. M. Wetmore 
fold of some daring feats which he 
had witnessed in mountain climbing, 
while the editor of this old rag of 
freedom told of some continents that 
had reared their lofty brows above 
the oceau’s tractless waste only to 
return to the coral caverns frum 
whence they sprung. 


party, the trayellers proceeded on 
their journey towards the peak of 
the Turtle mmountain—the mountain 
which on April 29, 1903, turtled and 
destroyed 86 human lives and about 
80 horses. Daring our ascent and 
when near the top of the mountain 
we saw directly ahead of us a 
strange looking snimal. Our legs 
began to tremble and we could feel 
our hats move as our hair struggled 
to stand on ends. The entire party 
sighed for the rifles and shot guns 
which were left behind. Our knives 
glistened in the sunlight as the eyes 
of that ferocious looking _ beast 
sparkled like huge diamonds. The 
past sius of the whole party were 
written on long imaginary scrolls 
before us, und some one was heard to 
mutter, “Could we but climb where 
Moses stood” etc., while a second per- 
son more solemnly and thoughtfully 
sung a threnody song. As the be- 
wildered party stood tkere grieving 
over the past and imagining they 
could see death in all its horrors, 
that mystery of the mountains 
winked his left eye, wagged his 
tail and disappeared from view. 
What it was nobody seems certain 


but it is believed to bave been a 
young mountain lion. 

At 12.40 o’clock, in less than one 
hour and forty minutes after squad 
No. 1 bad left the base of the moun- 
tuin, they reached the summit with 
squad No. 2 very close on the trail.

When a young ncval officer has - 
served three years as midshipman he 
passes various examinations and blos- ‘ 
some forth into a sub-lieutenant, with 
the privilege of choice in various 
subjects. 11 the ofticer wishes to be-»> 
come a gitnnery’ l:eutenant he is sent 
to a gunnery school or depot, such 
as H.M.8, bxcellent (Whale island), . 
or the school at Vevonport. In 2 
school he is employed for a time 
covering three to six months, 

Gunnery school life is strenuous, . 
but pleasant. A large buildings forms 
the living quarters of the officers, 
while the N.C.O.’s and lower ratings 

re quartered in spacious barracks. Ip 
the ofticers’ mess billiard rooms, lib- 
taries, and smoking and reading rooms . 
are plentiful, and the spare hours of 
the studying otticers may be describ- 
ed as anything but dull. At nine 
o’clock (two bells), officers and men 
fall in in a large drill sned. The en- 
ii is hoisted, praygrs are read, and 
all march off, accompanied by the 
strains of-the “‘ship’$”. band, to their 
various drill,sheds for instructions. 

Gaiters are worn throughout ‘by 
The rig for 
the officers at all gunnery schovls is 
a sweater, white flannel trousers.
